The Presbytery of Calgary met in the 
comencing on 


After the election of the Rev. J. P. 


On resuming business, interesting reports 


were received from Rev. D. G. McQueen, 
commissioner to the general assembly held 
in London, Ont., last June, and from Rev.’s 
J. C. Herdman and E.G. Walker, delegates 
to the synod, at Nanaimo last May ; the re- 
signations of Rev.’s J. Matheson and Chas. 
— were accepted and the Rev. A. 


McKenzie’s desire not to renew his appoint- 
ment at Cardston, after his present term, 
was acceded to. The Rev. Mr. Stephen’s 
resignation necessitated the appointment of 
a new clerk, and Rev. G. Hamilton, of 
Macleod, was selected. A vote of thanks 
was tendered to the retiring clerk who had 
occupied the office for four years. 

Mr. Vetter, missionary to the Germans, 
was introduced and gave an interesting 
account of his work at Beaver Hills, and 
asked advice about forming a church ‘there. 
The Rev.’s Messrs. McQueen and Forbes were 
appointed as a committee to visit the dis- 
trict and report at the next session. Ia the 
meantime Mr. Vetter continues his work 
there, and would like to have the names of 
Germans in the district with a view to 
visitation. His post office address is Fort 
Saskatchewan. 

The Rev. E.G. Walker was appointed 
treasurer of the presbytery travelling ex- 
pense fand, and the presbytery agreed to 
raise $125 for Manitoba College during the 
current year. The following students were 
certified to their respective colleges, viz : 
J, Sterling, Manitoba college; J. 5. Shott, 
Queen's college; R. 8S. Maldrew and Alex. 
Stewart, Knox college. The next meeting 
will be beld at Calgary. The presbytery is 
still im session as we go to press. On Tuese 
day evening « public meeting was held the 
subject being “* The state of Religion,” and 
the Rev. Messrs. Herdman, Vetter, and Mc- 
Kenzie addressed the meeting. Un Wednes- 
day evening another public meeting 
was held at which the moderator addressed 
the audience on “Sabbath school work,” 
the Rev. Mr. Spears on ‘Parents’ duty to 
children,” and Mr. Reese on ‘Sabbath 
school work and organization.”

VISIT OF C. P. Rk. OFFICIALS. 


On Monday last R. Kerr, general passen- 
ger agent, A. McNichol, general freight 
agent, Montreal, and Mr. Callaway, general 
passenger agent OR the Soo line, came up on 
the train, and wired acting mayor Strang 
that they wished to meet the business men 
of the town on their arrival. At about 9 
o'clock the officials arrived at the Alberta 
hotel and met in the parlor with the board 
of trade and other business men, and talked 
over matters of mutual interest.

pearance of the country and said that while 
every point on the line received due consid- 
eration, special attention was given this 
district. In speaking of the bridge, they 
said that it was out of their department, 
and that they could say nothing about it. 
When asked about a reduction in the freight 
rates to Revelstoke and other points this 
side of Vancouver, Mr. Kerr said that he 
had already decided to give a rate on grain 
of 60 cents per 100 Ibs. to all points on their 
system in both East and West Kootenay, 
and wished to be informed on the return of 
Mr. Cameron if this was satisfactory. Mr. 
McNichol said that he had fixed a one cent 
per mile rate for old country immig-ants 
from Montreal to Edmonton, and that in 
winter the rate from Halifax wouid be the 
same as from Montreal in summer. In 
reply to Mr. McDougall, he said that he did 
not see how he could alter the 5 cent per 
mile rate on the C. & E. road, as the road 
had not paid sufficient to warrant it. Mr. 
Callaway said that he had already arranged 
to send a number of well-to-do farmers from 
Ohio into Northern Alberta. The officials 
expressed themselves as béing anxious to 
meet the wishes of the people of Edmonten 
so far as it was possible in their own in- 
terests to do so, and said they considered 
their interests and the interests of the busi- 
ness men here were identical. After ex- 
pressing a desire to hear from Edmonton 
whenever the interests of this district 


required their especial attenticn, the 
meeting terminated.

SUPREME COURT. 


Mr. Justice Rouleau has given judgments 
as follows: 

Pruden vs. Ducharme. Peter Pruden, of 
Namao, sued Antoine Ducharme, of Lac 
la Biche, for $1,500 lent in 1883, and inter- 
est since amounting together to $2,375. The 
loan was made under an agreement that if 
the money was not repaid with interest 
within three years, Ducharme was to give a 
clear title to a piece of land in the settle- 
ment of St. Boniface, Manitoba. The claim 
was rested both on the loan and on the 
agreement. The defences were: (1) That 
the claim for the repayment of the loan was 
barred by the limitation ordinance. (2) That 
Ducharme had in fact,in accordance with 
the agreement given a transfer of the land 
to Pruden ; that although on Pruden’s pre- 
senting the transfer for registration, it ap- 
peared that Ducharme had no title to the 
land yet in truth he was entitled to it, and 
had Pruden notified him of the state in 
which he found the title, Ducharme could 
have shown a good title, but instead of do- 
ing this, Pruden, without notifying 
Ducharme, settled his claim under the 
transfer with the adverse claimants. The 
judge held both defences to be good an- 
swers to the action, and to have been 
established by the evidence. He therefore 
judgment for the defendant, dismissing 

ruden’s action, but withont costs, being of 
opiaion that Ducharme had to some extent 
induced the litigation. Taylor, Q. C., for 
plaintiff, Beck, Q. C., for defendant. 

Fitzgerald vs. McKenny. This was an 
action brought by William Fitzgerald, of 
St. Albert, against H. W. McKenny, of St. 
Alberi. The judge’s judgment is as follows: 

The plaintiff sues the defendant for $500 
damages, being the amount claimed by his 
statement of claim for false arrest and im- 
prisonment and for malicious prosecution. 

It appears that the plaintiff was in posses- 
sion of a certain order or ‘‘ Bon” which 
reads as follows: ‘* Good to W. Fitzgerald 
for twenty-four dollars and twenty cents in 
goods at my store only. ($24.20.)” 

(Signed) ““H. W. McKenny.” 


St. Albert, Sept. 22nd, *94. 

And that on the 2Ist October, 1894, he 
got goods from the defendant’s store for the 
amount of $3,75. It is of evidence that 
more than that amount was still due to the 
plaintiff by the defendant on said order or 
bon ; but because the plaintiff refused to 
produce the said order or bon, the defendant 
ordered the said plaintiff to be arrested as a 
thief. 

Was it theft or was it not? 

The definition of that crime is the ‘act 
of fraudulently and without color of right 
taking, or fraudulently and without color of 
right converting to the use of any person, 
anything capable of being stolen, with in- 
tent to deprive the owner temporarily or 
absolutely of such thing or of such property 
or interest.” Crankshaw at page 273 gives 
an illustration which 1 think may be appli- 
ed to this case; ‘‘If A. having done work 
upon an article, returns it to B., the owner, 
and then on a dispute arising between then 
as tothe price to be paid for the work, A. 
takes and carried off the article against B’s 
will, honestly intending to hold it as security 
for the amount which is alleged to be due to 
him, this is not theft, although in fact it 
turned out that there was nothing due to 
him.” 

In this case there was no contention that 
the defendant did not owe the amount of 
the goods to the plaintiff, but because he 
had not the ‘‘ bon” to produce, or at least 
he believed he had not, the defendant got 
him arrested for theft. I fail to see under 
what definition or what law the plaintiff 
can be accused of such acrime. By the 
very words of his ‘‘ ben ” or order, the plian- 
tiff was obliged to take goods at the defend- 
ant’s store only, tor the amount thereof; 
and when he attempts to take the goods, 
he is arrested asa common thief. It is in- 
ctbdible that a man in his common sense 
should be guilty of such outrageons conduct. 
There is no doubt according to the evidence 
that the defendant ordered Constable 
Casault to arrest the plaintiff and imprison 
him. Was that imprisonment justified? 
There is no doubt it was not. So the de- 
fendant is answerable in the eyes of the law 
for his unjustificable act. Everyone is 
answerable for specifically directing the 
arrest or imprisonment of another, and if 
the arrest was unlawful, he is liable to an 
action. (Pollock on Torts 148) Auston vs. 
Dowling 39 L. J. C. P. 260. 

Under the evidence and the law the arrest 
in this case was unjustifiable and therefore 
the defendant is condemned to pay the sum 
of $25 damages to the plaintiff and a further 
lump sum of $50 for his costs; disburse- 
ments and witness fees not included.

given to the Catholic minority of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories. 

Now, Right Honorable Sir, deign to look 
around and see that you are surrounded by 
the joyful pupile of St. Albert. 

The government bas reason to be proud 
of this and other similar institutions sup- 
ported by it. Industrial and boarding 
schools for the Indians are certainly the 
best means of civilization. The benefits 
derived from them and already obtained 
are immense and tangible. The proof of 
this you have witnessed at the late Territor- 
ia) exhibition in Regina. 

The children of these schools have greatly 
contributed to its success by their excellent 
behavior and good manners, by their music 
band, and more especially by the very in- 
teresting and so numerous exhibits, work 
of their own hands, which they were so 
happy to put before a chosen public. 

Thank you, Sir McKenzie Bowell, 
thanks also to the Henorable T. M. Daly 
our worthy minister of interior, thanks to 
Mr. Reed for the interest you take in all 
that concerns the welfare of these in- 
stitutions. 

May these Iudustrial and boarding schools 
be henceforth able to receive all the poor 
Indian children. May the government 
always understand that its true interests 
are in the establishment and support of 
these schools whereby the Indians will dis- 
appear without being destroyed. Yes they 
will disappear with all due honor to the 
government, to the couatry and to Christian 
civilization; because in ceasing to be wild 
Indians, they will become men as truly 
christianized and civilized as ourselves. 

Once more, honorable gentlemen, wel- 
come and thanks for your kind and cordial 
Visit to St. Albert.

G. W. Gairdner then read the follow- 
ing address : 

To Sir Mackenzie Bowell, K. C. 

Prime Minister of Canada : 

Sir. —It ie both an bonor and a pleasure 
for me to bid you weloome in the name of 
the people of Saint Albert. 

You, Sir, are the firet Prime Minister of 
Canada who has visited this part of the 
country, and Il am confident that in your 
travels over nearly the whole of Canada, you 
have seen no district 80 well worth visiting 
ae Chie in. 

Not to epeak of the products of the earth 
brought forth by skilied labor, and of which 
you have already seen samples at Regina, 
this district is also famous as containing 
very large coal fields and petroleam springs, 
and Saint Albert is the nearest business 
centre to the newly found mica and gold- 
bearing quartz at the Jasper House, as well 
as the rich bars of the Pembina and Atha- 
basen rivers. We have also in this district 
® large area of unoccupied land fit for culti- 
vation, and which only awaits Government 
survey to make it ready for settlers. Our 
northern forests, too, are practically inex- 
haustible, the fisheries of our great lakes 
surpass any in Canada, the reindeer and fur- 
bearing animals seem to be on the increase, 
and certainly are a source of immense profit 
to the Dominion. 

But, Sir, in order to develop tae industries 
of this district, as well as of the portion of 
Canada to the north of us, one thing is in- 
dispensit ic, and that is railway communica- 
tion. No local industry can succeed, no set- 
tiere will dare to immigrate, and the present 
farmers can barely live for the want of a 
market for their produce. Our natural 
market lies to the west and north of us. 
There were no Northwest Territories till the 
C. P. BR. wae built, and the portion of Cana-

thrive till the railway opens out the new 
country beyond us. 

A wagon road to the Peace River is of the 
utmost importance. Not only does the favor- 
eble light im which Uthat country 1 shown by 
eotus! seitiers warrant euch an outlay on 


extravagant and in short was wasting 
the public money, But now when I 
see your beautiful industrial schools 
and men and women devoting their 
lives to the purpose of 
christianizing and educating the wild 
man of this country from hunters and 
fishermen into a state equal to our own, 


the part of the Government, but that public 
work would be a God-send to the poorer por- 
tion of this community. 

We regret to learn that it is the intention 
of your government to reduce the force of 
N. W. M. P. We who have lived for years 
in the country know their value and the 
needs we have of them. During the out- 
break in 1885 they did men’s work, and we 
are sorry that those members who were then 
enrolled have as yet received no substantial 
recognition of their services from the Domin- 
ion government. We trust that your govern- 
ment will remember that the N. W. M. P. 
are the only protection we have against law 
breakers. 

Saint Albert, however, besides being a 
business centre, is also the centre of a very 
strong organization. It is the religious 
capital of the Northwest Territories and 
the residence of our yenerated spiritual 
leader and guide,‘His Lordship Bishop Gran- 
din. However much the members of this 
community may differ in race or politics, 
however much jealousies or rivalries may 
creep up in our ordinary every day of busi- 
ness, there is one point on which we all 
agree. Weagree to uphold the clergy of 
Canada in trying to obtain for us and our 
children, that religious liberty to which we 
have a right, by every constitutional means 
in our power, and although disappointed 
that your government has not seen its way 
Lo grant remedial legislation to the people of 
Manitoba, and through them to us, still we 
have every confidence in your plighted 
word, and will calmly await its fulfilment. 


Mr. Daly, who accompanies you, we have 
already had the pleasure of meeting here. 
He has shown kindness to many of those 
present and we looked forward to his visit 
with great pleasure. 

We hope Sir, that this is only the first of 
many similar visits on your part, and that 
you may long remember the little village of 
Saint Albert, as the place where you receiv- 
ed, if not as ostentatious,at least as hearty a 
welcome as any place in Canada.

in reply to the addresses of welcome 
presented to him by the Rev. Father 
Ledue and by the reception committee 
Sir McKenzie said: Iam more than 
pleased with these addresses of welcome 
which you have presented to me and 
my friend and colleague in the govern- 
ment. To say that I am surprised at 
what I see is but to faintly express my 
feelings. I am amazed at the degree 
of aivancement which I see in every 
way in this great country. I remember 
reading of Edmonton as a boy, and as a 
man to have read of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company and its fur trade, but I was 
not prepared to find the conditions here 
developing into eastern civilization and 
comfort. When my friend, Mr. Daly, 
told me about his visit here of a couple 
years ago, I was slow to believe all he 
said. I thought the honorable gentleman 
was romancing, and on the demand of 
that gentleman for additional grants of 
money to conduct our Indian depart- 
ment, industrial and boarding schools, 
we thought he was over-zealous, was 


civilizing, 


as self-reliant, self-supporting and law- 
abiding citizens of Canada, then, I feel 
that I would be willing to expend twice 
or thrice the sums now spent in such a 
great cause. Touching upon the school 
question, and turning towards the Rev. 
Father Leduc, and addressing himself 
more particularly to him, Sir McKenzie 
said: And, Rev. Sir, though not of 
your creed, though differing from you 
in my religious belief, Iam a believer 
in the greatest freedom of thought to 
all men, and while I claim the right to 
my own belief I insist that all men and 
people are fully entitled to the same 
rights, and that such rights must be 
secured to all by any good government, 
and in reference to the school question 
I am bound to tell you, that the policy 
of my government as laid down will be 
adhered to and faithfully carried out 
let the consequences be what they may. 

In reply to the address of the recep- 
tion committee Mr. Bowell said: I 
have often heard of St. Albert and 
have seen a portion of your district to- 
day. I have always thought the 
accounts I heard of its capabilities were 
exaggerations but after what I have 
seen to-day my opinion is changed. 
Mr. Daly will reply to the question re- 
lating to his department, but I hope 
the government will be able shortly to 
do something towards the opening up 
of the country north and west of this 
place. The policy of the government 
and of the conservative party is pro- 
gressive, and railway and public im- 
provements have been and will be built 
as fast as they are required and the 
finances of the country will warrant the 
expenditure. 

Mr. Daly said he noticed a great im- 
provement in this part of the country 
since his last visit. He saw more im- 
proved farms, more land under cultiva- 
ion and better crops. He said the Do- 
minion had felt the financial depres- 
sion that has been general all over the 
world, but not to so great an extent as 
most other countries. The government 
at the present time had not the money 
to spare for public improvements ex- 
cept where absolutely necessary, but 
hoped that the apundant crops of the 


Dominion would make better times and 
bring more revenue and then they 
would be able to expend more money 
in improvements and development of 
the country. He thanked the clergy and 
public for the cordial reception they 
had given them and hoped soon to re- 
turn to St. Albert again. 

After the reception at the palace, the 
party adjourned to the school buildings, 
where a reception had been prepared 
for them by the children. The hall 


was a scene of festive beauty as it], 


glowed with mottoes and floral decora- 
tions. The children of the industrial 
school and the day scholars to the 
number of 160 thronged the hall. 
The band of the industrial school, 
under the leadership of Mr. Joseph 
Varin, discoursed some choice music as 
the distinguished guests, accompanied 
by Very Rev. Father Leduc, V. G., and 
the clergy of St. Albert, took seats on 
the raised platform, where they were 
surrounded by an appreciative audience. 


The following is the programme of 
the reception : School choir, “Welcome 
to our Fair North-West”; an acrostic, 
“Welcome,” by the children of the 
industrial school, Willie Carey, John 
Callioux, Felix Callioux, Alice Boucher, 
Adelaide Joachim, Margaret Delorme, 
Cl.: istine Callioux ; school choir, “The 
Maple Leaf” ; address, Felix Callioux ; 
school choir, “Bring the flowers fresh 
and sweet from prairie bowers” ; pre- 
sentation of flowers; a poetical recita- 
tion by six of the convent pupils, Misses 
L. Monte, Jane Maloney, Maud Me- 
Kenney, Maggie O’Neill, May Maloney, 
Emcy Maloney. These little girls were 
dressed in white. Each wore on her 
shoulder a maple leaf surmounted with 
a gold letter, all of which formed the 
name of “Bowell.” 

The following is the recitation which 
was carefully prepared and perfectly 
rendered by the grateful pupils of St. 
Albert school :

HUDSON'S BAY COMPANY. 


To meet with the requirements of 
their increasing trade the Hudsvn’s 

Jay company are carrying on, er have 
already completed this year, several im- 
portant buildings. In Winnipeg a large 
addition is being made to the already 
massive pile of buildings that stand at 
the corner of Main and York streets, 
In the rear of the block is being erect- 
ed a warehouse of the same character 
and description as the present one on 
York street. This will make the block 
a continuous one from Main street to 
Fort street, the largest business build- 
ing and the most complete of its kind 
in the city. It is intended, principally 
for the handling and packing of goods 
for other points, and is of stone and 
brick, four stories in height, correspond 
ing in detail with the remainder of the 
etructure, 

At Portage la Prairie, the wooden 
building that for many years has done 
duty a» the company’s store, is being 
replaced by a stone and brick building, 
two stories in height, with plate glaes 
fronts, Measuring 70x50. This build- 
ing eon the best part of Saskatchewan 
avenue, the principal business portion 
of the town. The old store has been 
removed to a vacant lot, somewhat to 
the westward, and business is stil] be- 
ing carried on there pending the com- 
pletion of the new buildings. 

Calgary has many fine blocks, but 
with the addition that the Hudson's 
Bay company is now making, it will 
be among the finest in town. The 
present store is being duplicated. This 
means the construction of a building 
of 50 feet frontage on Stephen ave. in 
the very centre of the business build- 
ings of this growing and important 
town. The Calgary stone, than which 
there are few more beautiful and suit- 
able for buildings, is being used, and 
when completed the Hudson’s Bay 
company’s store will be an ornament 
to this progressive place. 

Further west at Kamloops a new 
store has been completed. The com- 
pany’s old property lies in the extreme 
western portion of the town, and to 
meet the necessities of business they 
have moved to the more business part 
of the town, and have just completed 
a brick and stone store, two stories 
high, which is in keeping with the 
claracter of the other buildings of this 
weetern city, and is well situated for 
business purposes. 

At Vancouver, in addition to the 
fine general store, which stands on 
Granville street, opposite the Hotel 
Vancouver, the Hudson's Bay company 
now have a lange and commodious 
warehouse on Water street, which is 
used for the storage of their own goode, 
and for general storage and warehous- 
ing purposes. It isa four story stone 
and brick building, 80x112, which 
forme one of the most convenient ware- 
houses the company possesses, and the 
bowt of ite kind in Vancouver. It is 
nijacent to the railway and the princi. 
jal wharves and a spur railway having 
been run up to it, it is extremely suit- 
able for the handling of a wholesale 
stock and the storage of goods. 

To return eastward, one finds at Rat 
l’ortage another new building recently 
completed, an extension to the existing 
store, The requirements of this beauti- 
ful watering pace are annually increas- 
ing and to keep pace with the times 
the Hudson's Bay company have added 
to the former store a building of stone, 
two stories high. 

The unfortunate fire at Prince Albert 
last winter, whereby the company’s mill 
and elevator, just renovated and im- 
proved, were completely destroyed, has, 
it is pleasant to observe, not had the 
effect of making the company faint- 
hearted. It was a loss, much to be 
regretted, but the town of Prince 
Albert is the gainer thereby. In place 
of wooden buildings, always more or 
less a source of danger from fire, when 
used for milling purposes, there is now 
being put upa solid brick building on 
ttone foundation, fitted with the latest 
aud most improved modern machinery, 
lighted by electricity and heated by 
ream. It is here most ef the flour for 
the inland posts ie made. A valuable 
and important building to te farming 
interests of that district, and the hope 
cf the community ie that no accident 
nay befal it as has happened to its two 
predecessors, 

A Edmonton in addition to the old 
historic fort buildings, which are still 

od as a depot for storage and forward- 
‘ug of the jange outfite and valuable 
tome in connection with their —y 
vorthern trade, and® for the purpose 
their Indian a fnpotant fur trade, 
Lie company, fully recognizing the im- 
portance of Edmonton as a business 
contre and as a market for raw furs, 
have, with the same enterprise shown 
' the management of their business at 
Other points, erected on the principal 
rireet a commodious store which is 
Mtocked with articles of the finest 
description and fittted with modern 
1. provements, 

At the Fort Garry mills at Winni- 
Peg, during the past season, much has 


been done to meet the requirements of 
modern milling. The building has 
been p'aced upon a stone foundation, 
and much of the machinery has been 
changed for the most modern and most 
improved, and the mill, whi'e by no 
means as large as many others, is a 
compete institution. 

It is encouraging to the average 
settier, merchant or resident of the 
Northwest to see that this vast and 
important trading organization is thus 
showing its faith in the future of this 
country. The buildings are a!'l plain 
and substantial, but they meet the 
requirements of the development of the 
trade of the vast Northwest. The 
Hudson’s Bay company is thus certain- 
ly pursuing a progressive, yet cautious 
poicy, and one which cannot fai! to 
resuit in good to the country and to the 
company.—Com.

He 
opened up again last week, and with 
his usual enterprise, is preparing to 
handle the crop and other produce of 
the country in any quantity. 

Mr. Brown, the cattle buyer, spent 
last week in this vicinity purchasing 
about 160 head of prime young steers 
at fair prices. These sales and the 
large amount of grain which we hope to 
harvest, ought to loosen up financial 
matters in the settlement to a con- 
siderable extent. 

His Lordship, the Bishop of Calgary 
and Saskatchewan, came up on Thurs- 
day’s train and held service and holy 
communion during the forenoon of the 
following day. He returned to Calyary 
on Friday. 

The hunting party returned last 
week. Mr. Douglas was some days be- 
fore the others, having ridden in. They 
all looked the better of their trip and 
seem to have had a good time, though 
there was not very much sport to be 
had. 

J. A. Simpson, M. L. A., went to 
Regina on Tuesday to attend the meet- 
ing of the assembly. 

W. B. Osbourn returned from Cal- 
gary on Thursday last. 

Mr. and Mrs. Geary, Sr., and Mrs. 
Geary, Jr., and infant arrived from 
Vancouver on Thursday’s traia. Mr. 
Geary, Jr., has been here for a fort- 
night past making arrangements to open 
a store as a druggist and stationer. His 
father will likely engage in ranching. 
They are at present the guests of Mr.

MINING IN ALASKA. 


The first authentic word from the placer 
camps on the upper Yukon comes by the 
steamship Excelsior from St. Michael’s. 
There the steamer P. B. Weare, from Fort 
Cudahy, 1,600 miles up the river, and known 
also as Forty Mile camp, had arrived a week 
before with several passengers for the South. 
Among those who came down the river this 
spring is Dr. E. O. Crewe of San Francisco, 
who has been in the mines about a year and 
a half. He wintered last year at St. Mich- 
ael’s, and went up the river to Sixty Mile 
camp this spring. As an evidence that 
there is gold in the country Dr. Crewe has 
several large nuggets for exhibition, the 
largest of which is worth 252. Notwith- 
standing this, Dr. Crewe says the Yukon is 
a good country to stay away from now. It 
is simply overrun with men. Wages are $10 
a day, as they have been in the past, but 
there are fifteen men for every such job. 
The rush this summer has been unprecedent- 
ed. The large body of miners—400 to 500— 
who went in by way of Juneau and Chilkat 
pass, arrived at the camps before the steam- 
er got up the river, and all left at once for 
the various placers. When the steamer 
arrived all had gone. 

A new placer camp named Glacier creek 
was struck last fall, and prospects well. 
The prospects for all the camps are good, 
though it was too early when he left to get 
at the actual figures. If the summer's pros- 
pecting turns out well, Dr. Crewe thinks 
that from J,000 to 1,500 men will winter on 
the river this year, but if they do not strike 
it, the majority will try to get out of the 
country. There are already a lot of men 
gctting out. Unless they get money, they 
Wi.. have to get out or starve. Not another 
dollar of credit can be got in the Yukon 
country. Glacier creek is even a better 
camp than Miller creek, which had been the 
banner strike up to last year. Glacier creek 
is a branch of Sixty Mile creek and the camp 
of that name is but four or five miles from 
Miller creek camp. Toreach both camps 
from Fort Cudahy there is a tow up Forty- 
Mile creek by canoe and a portage of several 
miles across country. 

Regarding the shortness of provisions last 
winter, he says there was enough to last 
through, but that is all that can be said of 
it. The greatest shortage came from.a 
scarcity of game in the fall. In fact there 
was no wild meat to be had till after 
Christmas.

BY-LAW No. 103. 


A By-Law to provide for the borrowing on the 
credit of the municipality at large, the sum of 
$403.65 forthe payment of certain local improve- 
ments made in the year 1894. 

WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company's 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage sasessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
Avenue whereon the improyement was proposed to 


be made ; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 

rovisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
Fait, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a plank sidewaik 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 
Eudson’s Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereof paid by frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 
improvement was proposed to be mace. 

AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans or advances 
effected in pursuance of the Munictpal Ordinance in 
that behalf. 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of By-laws 
in that behalf of the said Municipality, it was ascer- 
tained and finally determiued as follows. (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentiened petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1395. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of the said improvements, in- 
cluding interest properly chargeable thereon, was as 
follows : Of that under Petition No. 1, $83.40 and of 
that under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the 
sum of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land 
chargeable and charged with the special frontage 
rate in each case, (exclusive of all improvemeats 
thereon) was as follows: That comprised in Petition 
No. 1, $8,400.00 ; and that comprised ip Petition No. 
2, $9,000.00, making in all the sum of $17,400.00. 
(d) That no portion of the costs of any of the im- 

rovements made under either of the said petitions 
is to be borne by the Municipality atlarge. (¢) That 
the number of feet frontage assessable ag aforesaid, 
comprised in Petition No. 1, is 636 feet, and the pro- 
portions in which the cost of the improvements 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1 is to be 
borne is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1; and that 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid 
comprised in Petition No. 2 is 636 feet, and the pro- 

rtion in which the cost of the improvements made 
3 pursuance of the said Petition No. 2 is to be 
borne, is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No. 2; 


AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of the said 
By-laws, the cost of the improvements was accord- 
ingly assessed by way ef special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the street whereon the 
improvements were made, the said cost to be levied 
by a special rate upon the said lands comprised in 
each petition respectively in such manner that there 
should be levied and collected in each year for the 
period ef ten years from and after the first day of 
January, 1895, at the same time and in the sume 
manner as the general municipal taxes, such sums 
as should be sufficient in each case to cover the 
annual interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum upon the amount of the cost, and form an 
equa! yearly sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of the amount thereof, estimating the rate 
of interest on the investment of the sinking fund at 
five per cent. capitalized yearly. 

AND WHEREAS, for the purpose of repaying 
the said temporary advances or loans and interest 
thereon it is necessary and expedient to borrow on 
the credit of the Municipality at large the said sum 
of $403,65 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shali be repayable on the 31st day of De- 
cember, 1904, and which shail bear _ interest 
from the 1st day of January, 1895, payable half- 
yearly at the rate of six per cent. per annum. 

AND WHEREAS while the said debt is created on 
the credit of the said Municipality at large, the 
Municipality is to collect the same only by way of 
special frontage and assessments. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
re-payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund 


AND WHEREAS the total amount required to be 
raised by the special rate for the repayment of the 
said debt of $403.65 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, and the interest thereon as aforesaid is 
256.35, being composed of the sum of $11.70 in re- 
spect of the sum of $83.40, the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 1, and the sum of $44.65 in 
respect of the sum of 2320.25,the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 2. 


AND WHEREAS the annual special rate per foot 
frontage for the paying of interest and creating an 
equal yearly sinking fund, for the payment of the 
said sum of $11.70 is 1 85-100 cents per foot frontage 
of the land comprised in Petition No. 1, and the 
annual special rate for the paying of interest and 
cresting an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $44.65, is7 4-100 cents per foot 
frontage on the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council assem- 
bled, enact as follows: 

1. That this by-law shall come into force on the 
day of the final passing thereof. 


2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality at large, 
the sum of $403.65 and interest thereon at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from the first day of January 
1895, and for that purpose may iseue one or more de- 
bentures of the Municipality at large, in sums of not 
less than $1C0 each, repayable on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1904, bearing interest at the rate of 6 percept, om 
annum from the Ist day of January, 1895, payable 
half-yearly ; such Debefitures to be payable at the 
office at Edmonton of he Treasurer of the Munici- 
pality, and to haye-attached thereto, coupons for 
the payment of interest, 

8. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required tobe raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal year- 
ly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment of 
the said principal sum of $408.65, there shall be levied 
at the same time asthe general Municipal Taxes in 
each year, during the period of ten years from and 
after the first day of January, 1805, an annual special 
rate, over and above all other rates, of 1 85-100 cents 
per foet frontage on all of the land comprised in 
Petition No. 1, and of 7 4-100 cents per foot frontage 
on all the land cemprised in Petition No. 2. 


4. The credit of the Municipality ia hereby pledg- 
ed for the payment of the said sum of $403.65 and 


interest as aforesaid. 
Done and passed in Council this 19th day of June, 
A. D. 1895.
